The unfinished business is a bill to punish 
violation of the treaty rights of aliens, but 
the consideration of this measure may be 
further delayed by the calling up of one of 
the pending special orders. 

There are three of these orders, namely: 
The silk cultural bill, the bill to fix the com- 
pensation of United States district attorneys 
and the revenue marine transfer bill. 

It is impossible to predict the order in 
which these measures will be taken up, de- 

ndent, as it is, on the personal conven- 
ence of senators and legislative rtuni- 
ties, but there are strong probabilities that 
the friends of the revenue marine transfer 
bill will be able to get it before the senate 
early in the week. resort will also doubt- 
less be had to the calendar for one or more 
days, with the result of adding to the al- 
ready large number of senate bills which 
stop in the committee rooms of the house. 


In the House. 


The house of representatives will assem- 
ble at 11 o’clock tomorrow with the sundry 
civil bill as unfinished business still pending, 
to the disccuragement of party managers, 
whose previously bright ho of bringing 
about the comparatively early adjournment 
of congress have been reriously dimmed by 
the slow progress of this omnibus appropria- 
tion bill. ‘The hour of the daily meeting, 
however, has been advanced one hour in 
the expectation of facilitating the transac- 
tion of business and an effort will be made 
to hasten the progress of the sundry civil 
bill and make up some of the time lost on 
that measure by more prompt action than 
usual on the two appropriation bills which, 
for two weeks, have n awaiting their 
turn to enter the hopper of the national 
house. These measures are the fortifica- 
tions and postoffice appropriation bills, nei- 
ther of which, as a rule, consume more than 
two days, though in view of the reduction 
made in the bills of this year, it cannot be 
safely predicted that they will get through 
on schedule time this session. ‘he passage 
of these bills, unless Mr. Hatch succeeds in 
the fight he will make to an nize the 
fortification and postofiice bills with the anti- 
option bill, with probably some time given 
to the District of Columbia matters tomor- 
row, constitutes the programme of the ma- 
jority next week. 

With the passage of these appropria- 
tion bills only three more remain to be 
acted on by the house, viz: The legislative 
executive and the judicial, agricultural and 
general deficiency appropriation bills. 

The comparison with the condition of the 
appropriation bills for the long session of 
the fifty-first congress shows that at this 
time in 1890 there were unpassed by the 
house, the following: Agricultural, Indian 
postoffice, river and harbor, . sundry civil 
and general deficiency appropriation bills, 
six in all, the exact number that have not 
yet passed the house at this session. The 
fifty-first congress did not adjourn until 
late in October. But in considering the 
probabilities as to the final adjournment of 
the present congress the fact is to be borne 
in mind that the policy of the present house 
is to pass the appropriation bills and ad- 
j whereas’. the or “appa of 

republican majority n both 
branches of the  fifty-first congress 
included the passage of the McKinley tariff 
act, the federal election law and other par- 
ty measures, whose consideration took up 
most of the time in the spring and summer, 
the appropriation bills giving way to them. 
4t¢ @édiso essential to compare measures re- 
maining unpa The river and harbor 
bill is passed and the sundry civil bill will 
soon be passed, but the consideration of 
these two measures and most vexing to the 
atience of the party managers, had not 

n begun at this date in 1890. 

The appropriation bills this year are also 
better advanced in the house of representa- 
tives by reason of the fact that the commit- 
tee action on every one of them except the 
general deficiency bill is practically com- 
pleted. 

For these reasons the adjournment of 
congress early in July is still entirely feasi- 
ble. This possibility is strengthened by the 
rapidity with which the senate has acted 
and is acting on the appropriation bills, but 
on the other hand, much time may yet be 
consumed by the necessary conferences be- 
tween the two houses regarding the senate 
amendments to these bills, and on the naval 
bill especially a protracted contest is ex- 
tremely probable. 


THEY FAVOR FREE COINAGE, 


But the Demands of the People’s Party Don’t 
Stop There. 

Denver Col., May 22.—The Rocky Moun- 
tain News publisues the following today: 

W. H. Slater, chairman of the executive 
committee of the Colorado Silver League, 
some time ago addiessed an individual let- 
ter to the eleven members of the people’s 
party in congress ashing their views and po- 
sition upon the question of free and un- 
lined coinage of silve: Today the combin- 
ed reply signed by seven of the members, 
the remaining four being absent from Wash- 
ington and unable to reach, was received 
from Washington. It is in part as follows: 

Your letter of April 30, 1892, addressed to 
members of congress of the. people’s party 
now in this city, with accompanying docu- 
ments, has been received and carefully con- 
sidered. In reply we beg to say that we are 
in practical accord with you on the subject 
of the free coinage of silver. We do not con- 
sider it the full solution of the money ques- 
tion, but as an important step in the right 
direction. 

With this in view, our party and its leaders 
and teachers uniformly work and vote for the 
equal legal treatment of the two money metals 
and we will not cease to so teach, work and 
vote until both are freely and equally coined 
alike or until both are alike demonetized. In 
our opinion the world’s demands for money 
have far outgrown the capacity of the metals 
to ey them, and our principal reliance 
hereafter must be on the legal tender treas- 
ury note. Yet, deeming it unwise to demone- 
tize and depreciate the value of our own prod- 
ucts, and deferring to the customs of six thou- 
sand years, we favor the continuance of both 
gold and silver as money metals, both freely 
coined to the utmost limits of their supply, and 
both on the same legal footing as money with 
ptr other and with United States treasury 
notes. 

Continuing, the letter says: 

When you have courted the favor of the two 
Wall street parties‘long enough and have been 
betrayed often enough to convince you that ° 
you cannot gather grapes off thorns, nor 
off thistles, you still find us battling for 
free coinage. The doors of our party will still 
be open to all earnest and patriotic men who 
are willing to aid us to this and other neces- 
sary reforms. But we cannot join any party 
which embraces free silver alone,  lenv- 
ing Wall street in the saddle with full 
power to oppress the poor with all the ma- 
chinery in hand so thoroughly perfected. In 
our opinion the single plank for free coinage 
of silver is too narrow to cover the important 

uestions vitally connected with the industrial 
slavery which now threatens the country. But 
there must be a provision for a control as to 
money. land and transportation and to pre- 
vent the homes of eee from being spoliated 
and confiscated by alien or corporate money 
power. On a proper platform like this we are 
anxious to welcome all earnest and patriotic 
citizens.

DEEMING DIES, 


And The Rainhill Murder Is Avenged— He 


Denies His Guilt. 

Melbourne, Australia, Monday, May 23, 
as: ok M.—Deeming was hanged 
at one minute past 10 o’clock this morning. 
He appealed to the Victorian executive and 
to the British privy council for a respite, 
but both refused to interfere, and according- 
ly he today paid the full penalty of the law. 
Had he escaped justice in Australia he 
would have been taken to England where 
he would undoubtedly have been hanged 
for the Rainhell murders. 

Deeming passed the Sunday in writing and 
calmly discussing at intervals his approach- 
ing doem. He said he had no intention of 
making a speech on the scaffold. 

He Sleeps Soundly. 

On Sunday night he thrice swallowed 
eagerly small allowances of spirits, after 
which he slept soundly until he was awaken- 
ed it 7 o’clock this (Monday) morning. 

Then for the first time since his arrest the 
manacies on his wrists were removed and, 
smoking a cigar, he conv@rsed with those 
around him. 

He declared that he was resigned to his 
fate and had no fears in regard to the fu- 
ture. To the governor of the prison he said 
that he had made his peace with God. 

Denied His Guilt. 

He persisted in denying that he was guilty 
of the Rainhill murders. He had never, 
he declared, lost his self-control in England 
as he had since his arrival in Australia. 

He expressed gratitude to the governor 
and all the prison officials for the considera- 
tion they had shown him and also to Mr. 
Lyle, his counsel, and to all concerned in 
his defense. He said he thought he would 
not falter or make any scene on his ascen- 
sion to the scaffold. 

“A few moments before the time set for 
the execution Deeming was allowed a glass 
of brandy, which he swallowed at one gulp, 
and was told that he might have more if 


the prison doctor so ordered. 


Led to the Gallows. bay 

The doomed man was then led to the gal- 

lows and in a few moments all was over. 

The drop was seven feet. The execution 

was witnessed by a large gathering, includ- 

ing government and civil officials, magis- 
trates, police and clergymen. 


HUNTING THE TRAIN ROBBERS. 


A Theory That the Robbers Are Among 
the Hunters. 


Jacksonyille,Fla., May 22.—Advices from 
Sanford tonight give nothing new in rela- 
tion to the pursuit of the train robbers. 
Two additional arrests are reported at 
Orlando, but there is no evidence of any 
weight against the suspects. Sheriff Kutz, 
of Volusia county, has joined in the chase 
with his pack of bloodhounds, but Satur- 
day night’s showers have probably destroy- 
ed the trail as it left Monroe junction, the 
scene of the murder. It is feared, also, 
that the robbers were sharp enough to make 
their escape by water across Lake Beres- 
ford, in which event they would be difficylt 
to locate. Another theory is that the rob- 
bers are themselves among the posse en- 
gaged in hunting for them. T. R. QOs- 
borne, Southern Express agent in this city, 
says that was very little money in the com- 
pany’s safe on train No. 14 Saturday, 
hardly enough to invite such an attack, if 
the robbers had known the amount. e 
excitement among the people for twenty 
miles about Sanford is intense, and violence 
is feared if the right men are brought in.

Thousands upon thousands of acres 
of cultivated fields are entirely submerged. 

This evening about 8 o’clock the steamer 
Cleveland arrived from the upper river and 
confirms the reports. She picked up several 
hundred and put them off on high land. 
The boat Adams also picked up about nine 
hundred and carried them to high land.

Even those who 
were considered prosperous planters and 
good pay before the high water are now re- 
fused credit, and in many instances are en- 
tirely without food. 

Late this evening a telegram was received 
from Wabbasecta, a small town about 
twenty miles beliw here, saying that the 
place was fully three feet under water and 
asks that boats be sent to relieve the peo- 
ple. Efforts are being made to help them.

COTTON AND. CORN IN ALABAMA. 


Cotton Is Growing Finely—The Rains Have 
Come Just in Time. 


Auburn, Ala., May 22.—(Special.)}—The 
report of the Alabama state weather ser 
vice shows that the month has been quite 
dry ir all of middle and southern Alabama, 
while there was an abundance of rain 
throughout the northern half of the state, 
preducing heavy floods in the sections of 
country traversed by the large streams. 

In the northern half of the state the pre 
cipitation was above the normal. The. unm 
usudlly heavy pr:capitation throughout the 
northern portions ¢f Alabama brought up the 
gencral average of the state. . 

The. very dry condition of -the weather 
throughout the cotton regions of the state 
has retarded the growth of the plant and 
caused it to look weak and sickly.- Oats in 
many parts of south Alabama have been 
almost ruined by the pe Baer and the 
parched condition in which the soil is left.

_ The total rainfall was about 0.72 of an 
inch and was near the normal. This preci 

itation occurred m two days of the wee 

and was very well distrituted over the state, 
The crops everywhere have been very much 
revived and the cotton particularly is grow- 
ing finely. ‘ithe iry weather of the two 
weeks previous was beginning to show its 
evil effects on the crops, but the’ refreshing 
rain that fell on Wednisday has greatly re- 
moved these and the outlook is now very en- 
couraging. In some portions of Alabama the 
storm of Wednesliy was accompanied witn 
high wind, but little or no damage was done

They seem to 
deal exclusively in half dollars which are 
excelent imitations of the genuine article 
and are calculated to deceive very readily 
unless they are “‘sounded.” 

‘The game of these shovers of the queer 
was t go from store to store and especially 
to the street stands and bars and purchase 
some small article giving one of the bogus 
halves to be changcd. 

Mattson, during the evening, passed one 
of the coins at a bar on Fourth street, and 
it was not found to be counterfeit until af- 
ter ue had left some time. Several other 
complaints being received the officers went 
in search of the gunty party and found him 
in company with Sherman. When Mattson 
was arrested his companion acted so sus- 
piciously that he too was taken into custody, 
and when the two men were searched at 
headquarters about forty counterfeit half- 
dollars were fouid upon them. The two 
men positively refused to talk this morning 
when seen by your correspondent. They 
will be given a heating tomorrow morning 
before Commissioner Erwin.

James Landsberg, who was sentenced to 


tweleve years in the penitentiary for at- 
tempted criminal assault upon Leila White 
in Savannah during May week festival last 
year,and whose trial and retrial at the last 
term of the superior court was one of the 
most sensational in the courts of eastern 
Georgia, esca yesterday afternoon from 
W. B. Lewis's camp, No. 2, at Jossellyn, 
thirty-eight miles from Savannah on the

1. Under a_ statute (code, section 4372) 
making it an offense to use to or of another 
opprobrious words, the accused may be con- 
icted on an indictment charging conjunc- 
tively that the words were used to and of 
another, though the evidence shows that they 
were used of but not to him, the other req- 
uisites of the offense being properly charged 
and fully established. 

2. In making his unswortl statement before 
a municipal court in defense to a charge of 
breach of the peace in violation of an ordi- 
nance, a person is not privileged to use of 
another and in his presence opprobrious words 
or abusive language tending to cause a breach 
of the peace, unless the matter to which the 
words relate has or he honestly believes it 
has some relevancy to the charge on trial or 
to a legitimate answer or defense thereto. 
The Queen v. Hutchins, 7 Irish Common Law 
Rep. 425. And after the presiding officer of 
the court has ruled them out of order, they 
should be treated as presumptively irrele- 
vant, nothing to the contrary appearing. A 
repetition of them, after such ruling, with no

The homicide in question having been com- 

mitted by striking a single blow with an 
empty glass pitcher which happened to be on 
@ table near the accused, and which was 
suddenly taken up by him in the progress of 
an altercation with the deceased and the blow 
with it instantly stricken, there being various 
attendant circumstances from which the jury 
might infer that the blow wa’ stricken with- 
out any intention to kill, but for the purpose 
of checking an advance by the deceased or 
hindering him from using violence, both parties 
being angry and apparently about to fight, 
and the blow having resulted in death some 
days afterwards, unexpectedly to the physi- 
cian who examined the wound shortly after 
its infliction, the question whether the homi- 
cide was voluntary or involuntary should have 
been submitted to the jury, more especially 
as there was no evidence, other than the ex 
hibition of the pitcher itself before the jury, 
as to whether it was or was not an instrument 
likely to produce death or serious bodily harm 
in the way and with the degree of force it 
was used.

DEATH IN THE WELL 


Three Negroes Asphyxiated, and One Be- 
comes Demented. 


cle Mac, in digging a well for Reddick, had 
encountered a flint rock when at a depth of 
thirty or thirty-five feet from the surface. 
This rock, proving too hard for his picks, 
he built a fire around it, as he said, to po 
it out. This fire burned all last Friday af- 
ternoon. On ‘Tuesday morning he and his 
two sons, both nearly grown, went back to 
remove the pieces of broken rock. One of 
the boys went down and, having struck 
only once or twice on the rock, was overcome 
by the gas and fell down, apparently dead. 
The other boy went down to fasten a rope 
to the body of his brother, and was himself 
suffocated. The body of the first was ta- 
ken out. 

The father, who was some little distance 
off, was made aware of what had happened, 
and as soon as possible was lowered to bring 
up the body of the second sun. Having se- 
cured the rope to the boy’s body the two 
were drawn up about fifteen feet to the top 
of the curb, which exten from the bot- 
ton up that distance. Finding that some 
part of the rope was giving way, the father 
got off on top of the curb and told those 
above to draw the body of the boy out. This 
they did, and just as it reached the surface 
they heard the old man drop, with a heavy 
thud, to the bottom of the well. He remain- 
ed there some hours, when a rope was loop- 
ed to his arm and he was drawn up. Late 
in the afternoon the older buy, the one that 
first went down, had so far recovered as to 
be able to walk about,but was perfectly de 
mented. The father and younger son, how- 
ever, showed no signs of resuscitation. 


SHOT BY A NEGRO, 


And the Shooter Escaped in the Dark- 
ness. 

Rome, Ga., May 22.—,Special.)—At 10:30 
o’clock last night Mr. Lum Ballew, a bar- 
tender at Chamblee’s saloon, corner of 
Fifth avenue and West First street, was 
painfully shot by a negro named John Stew- 
art. 

Stewart is a deck hand on the steamer, 
Clifford B. Seay, and when the steamer ar- 
rived yesterday went to this bar and began 
drinking. In the afternoon he was sleeping 
in the rear of the bar ana last night he came 
out into the saloon and sat down upon a 
case of whisky. He soon shoyldered it and 
was making away into the side alley when 
Mr. Ballew’s attention was called to him by 
a negro. Mr. Ballew ordered Stewart to 
stop. He did not do so, whereupon the 
gentleman started after the negro, and when 
on the sidewalk he threw the case down 
and drawing a pistol he fired at Mr. Ballew. 

The negro then broke through the dark- 
ness and made his escape out Fifth avenue, 
turning up Jail street, and Sheriff Jake 
Mocre says he heard him run by the jail 
just after the shot was fired. 

Mr. Ballew was carried to hts room in the 
Bosworth block and Dr. Tom  Garlington 
was summoned. ‘t was found that the ball 
entered in the back about the center of the 
scapular and ranged downward toward the 
point of the shoulder, lodging at the head of 
the humurus, u.flicting afi ugly wound. 
Mr. Ballew reacted from the shock, and af- 
ter Dr. Garlington dressed the wound he 
left him resting well at midnight. The ball 
was not extracted, nor is it dangerous, 

Officers Guice and Black scoured the 
town about the scene, but Stewart was not 
captured. 

‘he officers believe he has gone to the 
Berry farm, two miles out the Summer- 
field road, where he has friends and rela- 
tives. He is tall, yellow, thick shoulders, 
mustache and black hair, which is perfectly 
straight and stands out like the quills of a 
porcupine. 


THE STORY OF A BABY, 


Which Has Created a Big Sensation in 
Griffin. 

Griffin, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—Consid- 
erable excitement was created last night by 
the announcement of a negro woman, nam- 
ed Mary Stroud, that a baby had been left 
with her. HEler story was that the child 
was given her by another negro woman, 
Cora Prothro. 

The Prothro woman claims that a large 
mulatto man, with heavy side whiskers and 
mustache, called at her house and asked to 
leave the child there until he could come to 
town aud get some condensed milk for it. 
On his failure to return she started out to 
get rid of it, and gave it to Mary Stroud. 
The negro tried to give the baby to several 
negroes before he finally got rid of it, and 
to each one would say its mother was dying 
of consumption and could not live longer 
than June, and had persuaded him to give 
it away before her death. The negro claim- 
ed to be from Newnan, where he said his 
wife was lying sick. The police do not be- 
lieve his story and are confident they have 
a clue that will lead to the identity of the 
child’s parentage, who they say is a promi- 
nent young man from a little city not far 
distant from Griffin. The child is a bright 
mulatto female, apparently about two 
months old. 


AN ANARGHIST AT WORK. 


Stirring Up Strife Among the Negroes of 
Rancock. 

Sparta, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—An an- 
archist agitator is at work among the farm 
hands in this part of the county. The fel- 
low is a stranger. His work is confined to 
the negroes, principally. Mr. Broom states 
that he makes his headquarters at John 
Rhodes’s, from which place he visits the 
neighboring farms and addresses the hands. 
Broom learns from his employes that the 
fellow urged them to refuse to work for 
less than $1 a day, telling them that when 


‘the third yee got in power it would secure 


them such wages; and that he told them 
further that his party intended to divide up 
the land and give them half of it. 

This third party agitator is probably an 
agent of the scoundrel Humphreys, who 
tried, last fall, to get all the cotton pick- 
ers in the south to strike for $1 a hundred. 
In any event, he is engaged in a similar 
work, and he ought to be looked after. The 
outlook in the county is bad enough at best, 
but with socialistic agitators engaged in 
organizing the farm hands and filling their 
ignorant minds with hopes of impossible 
wages and visions of plunder, it becomes a 
hundred-fold more threatening. : 

The industrious, well-to-do people of this 
county are lovers of peace and orderly meth- 
ods, but they are not going to submit quiet- 
ly to the sowing of a crop of anarchism 
in the minds of the farm hands of Han- 


cock. 


The Scolytus at Work. 

Sparta, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—The rav- 
ages of the scolytus in the orchards of the 
county are on the increase. The — only 
known remedy is to cut down the infested 
trees and burn them. The scolytus is a 
black beetle about -half as —— as & grain 
of rice. It kills the tree by boring into it 
and eating out the inner bark. No tree sur- 
vives a regular set attack of these beetles. 
It behooves every man with an orchard to 
be on the watch for these pests, and to eradi- 
eate infested trees without delay. They are 
at work in numbers of orchards in the coun- 
ty. If allowed to multiply and read 
there is danger of the loss of all the orchards 
in the county. me

The Railroad Case Goes to a Higher 
BUT THE TAXES WILL HAVE TO COME, 


The Columbus Southern Takes Its Case 
to the United States Supreme Corirt. 
Other Roads Will Have to Ante. 


That case of the Columbus Southern, 
made famous because it has delayed so long 
the operation of the county taxation of 
railroad law, is still to be continued. 

Some time ago Comptroller General W. 
A Wright issued a notice stating that 
the Georgia supreme court had decided the 
law constitutional and gave the railroads 
until the 22d instant to pay their county 
taxes, 

The Columbus Southern immediately 
appealed its case from the Georgia supreme 
court to the United States supreme court, 
and through a private letter from Colonel 
Wimbish, attorney for the road, gave notice 
to Comptroller General Wright Saturday 
that a notice of supersedeas will be served 
on him by the clerk of the Georgia supreme 
court today. 

This will have to be entertained, since 
the 22d came on Sunday, and hence by 
such a course in the courts the Coulmbus 
Southern will delay for two or three more 
years the payment of the county _ taxes 
while this case hangs fire on the United 
States supreme court. 

The Other Bvads to Ante. 


“Will this interfere with or delay the 
payments of the other railroads to the 
counties the tax due by this law?’ was 
asked the comptroller general yesterday. 

“Oh, no. ‘The other railroads will have 
to pay up without delay. They are all will- 
ing to it, I1 think, and most of them, in- 
cluding the Richmond and Danville and 
the Georgia Pacific, have already made ar- 
rangements to pay. Some of them are not 
only paying their county taxes but are 
likewise also paying their city taxes ac- 
cording to the act of "90." . 

“On what ground does the Columbus 
Southern take its case to the United States 
supreme court?’ : 

“Strangely enough; they are taking it 
up purely on a ground of federal not state 
questions. They claim that the Georgia 
law is unconstitutional because it does 
not comply with the federal constitution 
and tax ‘persons uniformly.’ On this ques- 
tion of uniformity of taxation they are 0- 
ing to make their fight, so I am informed. 

“What of the roads in the hands of a 
receiver?” 

“We can’t enforce a fi. fa. against them. 
They are in the hands of the court and if 
they won’t pay their county taxes or state 
taxes why we can’t make them do it now 
while they are thus tied up. That would 
be contempt to the court if we were to at- 
tempt to make them pay.” 

This is interesting news to the railroad 
world of Georgia which has been watching 
the case of the Columbus Southern with 
much concern.

The Wages of Farm Labor. 

A recent report from the federal 
department of agriculture gives & mass 
of interesting statistics in the matter of 
the wages of farm labor, north and south. 

It appears that the farm wages are 
highest in the Pacific states, where the 
average monthly rate, with board is 
$24.25. In New England the rate is 
$17.50; in the middle states, $14.78; in 
the western states, $15.36; in the moun- 
tain states, $21.28, and in the south, 
$10.02. Since 1866 there has been a great 
decline in farm wages in every section, 
except in the south, where, although cot- 
ton has declined nearly 80 per cent in 
twenty-six years, the rate of wages has 
declined only 11 per cent. 

These figures are for ordinary farm 
labor. Of course in some localities and 
during the harvest season higher wages 


are paid. 

The report says that farm labor is very 
searce in New England, In New York 
the situation is a little better, but not 
much. Large cities and manufacturing in- 
dustries draw labor from the farms. In 
the south about half the counties heard 
from report an insufficient supply. The 
report says: 

The situation does not seem to have ma- 
terially changed in many of the cotton states 
during the past few years. In Georgia the 
complaint is general in the middle portion of 
the southern part—the pine region—of de- 
ficient supply on account of the demand for 
labor at higher wages on the turpentine farms 
and at sawmills. Similar complaints come 
from counties along the line of railroads in 
process of construction. Complaints on ac- 
count of emigration of laborers westward are 
now comparatively rare. Forty-three counties 
report scarcity, generally due to the causes 
above stated, to low wages, renting of lands, 
the movement towards cities, employment in 
manufactories, building of public works, and 
some emigration westward is noted still. In 
about thirty counties plenty of labor for farms 
is noted. In North and South Carolina sim- 
ilar conditions exist, attributable to similar or 
identical causes, and the same may be said 
of Florida, except that the scarcity of farm 
labor is more widespread there. 

An attempt is made to get at the wages 
paid white farm laborers, and the result 
ig thus summarized: 

In comparison with other countries Ameri- 
can farm labor stands first in rate of compen- 
sation. The present rate of $282 per annum 
for labor of the Caucasian race can scarcely 
be approached by any country, unless by 
Australia. An average of other countries can 
not be authoritatively stated, but current 
estimates have been frequently quoted about 
as follows: Great Britain, $150; France, $125; 
Holland, $100; Germany, $90; Russia, $60; 
Italy, $50; India, $30. The present rate can 
only be maintained by keeping up the fertility 
of the soil, utilizing the best results of in- 
vention and skill in implements and ma- 
chinery, advancing the status of practical 
agriculture, supplying all domestic demands 
for all required products, and seeking foreign 
markets for the surplus. 

Upon the whole the report makes a 


very good showing for our agricultural 
Wage workers. 


The Mississippi Problem. 


For several years The Constitution has 
been protesting in the pame of the tax 
payers of the country, and in the name 
of common sense, against the policy of 
appropriating vast sums of money every 
year to be washed away into 
the gulf by the spring rains. 
We dé not object to the 
improvement of that great stream; on the 
contrary, we think it is one of the most 
important works in which the govern- 
ment or the states most interested can 
engage. Nevertheless, there is no reason 
why advantage should be taken of this 
fact to pour the people’s money into the 


Experience has demonstrated that the 
levee system is a failure. Perhaps we 
should say the accumulation of experi- 
ence, for the levee experiment has been 
going on for years, and the river prob- 
lem is no nearer solution now than it was 
a quarter of a century ago. Indeed, the 
problem has become more complicated. 
The spring freshets cause more breaks 
and overflows than they ever did, and 
a freshet of unusual proportions, such as 
the Mississippi valley experienced eight 
or nine years ago, would be more disas- 
trous than ever. 

The levee system seems to be a failure. 
The stronger the banks are made,. the 
higher the river rages, and the more fre- 
quent the overflows become. The New 
York Sun explains this in a very simple 
way, by suggesting that the great river, 
instead of carrying its vast volume of 
mud and silt to the gulf, deposits it as 
it goes along. This is something more than 
a <heory. It is based on common sense. 
The Mississippi is not a roaring current. 
It is extremely sluggish, moving heavily 
to the sea. The natural result of this slug- 
gishness must be to deposit the mud 
which it holds in solution in its own bed, 
constantly raising it higher and higher. 
This movement has been accelerated by 
our levee system, and if the costly ex- 
periment is kept up the river will grow 
more dangerous than ever. 

The devastating overflows were never 
heard of before the government engineers 
undertook to confine the great river to 
its own channel. When it was let alone 
the Mississippi solved its own problems 
in the way provided by the laws of na- 
ture. When it filled up one channel with 
its mud it sought and found another. Old 
boatmen say the river was constantly 
changing its channels and making new

tribution of good money which, for all

Society’s Right to Slay. 

At the present time, when so many 
criminals are executed under the law, 
or perish by mob violence, the question of 
capital punishment is invested with a 
new interest in the eyes of the public. 

How is it that we condemn the old doc- 
trine of an eye for an eye as between 
individuals, and yet hold that the collec- 
tion of individuals called society 
rightfully demand a life for a life? 

This question may puzzle sentimental- 
ists, but practical men reply that society 
must have the right of self-defense, and 
when a criminal so menaces its safety 
that his death is necessary to make him 
forever harmless, and to deter others 
from imitating his example, society will 
always be ready to take the responsibil- 
ity of removing him from the world in 
an orderly and decent way under the 
laws provided for such cases. 

It will be argued that capital punish- 
ment does not prevent two classes of 
crime—the thoroughly deliberate and the 
very impulsive. When a man gets his 
consent to commit a murder, no punish- 
ment will restrain him; and when a man 
is the creature of impulse he is liable to 
do the most unexpected and unreasona- 
ble things. All this is true, but if we can- 
not punish crime, let us at least punish 
the criminal, and when he is a murderer 
let us make it impossible for him to com- 
commit another murder. 

This is the portion of society. It is not 
savage or revengeful—it simply provides 
for self-preservation, self-defense. Natur- 
ally, in a country where the people call 
themselves the sovereigns and the gov- 
ernment merely their agent or creature 
men are sometimes tempted in very out- 
rageous cases to resort to the wild jus 
tice of the mob. Their excuse is that the 
law is slow and uncertain. Perhaps there 
is some foundation for this charge in 
other states, but in Georgia under the 
new law requiring the supreme court to 
give speedy hearing and determination 
in criminal cases, and enjoining equal 
promptness upon the court below in the 
subsequent proceedings, it would seem 
that there can be no just complaint. 

We must have capital punishment for 
a long time to come, and it is to be hoped 
that every state will follow the example 
of Georgia, and make justice as swift and 
certain as good men can make it. 


Ignorant of History. 

The New York Recorder falls into line 
with many others of its section and its 
party, and pretends to doubt the authen- 
ticity of the Mecklenburg declaration of 
independence, It says: 

Senator Hill and several other statesmen 
were at Charlotte, N. C., to commemorate 
the anniversary of what is known as the 
independence. 
We are amazed that democrats like Mr. Hill 
should take any faith in a bogus document of 
this character. If is a historical delusion on 
the part of this mountain county in North 
Carolina. That its delegates framed the docu- 
ment which would have thrown the great 
declaration of Jefferson into the shade is 
ridiculous. This Mecklenburg declaration of 
independence was first published in news- 
papers in 1818, and in writing about it Mr. 
Jefferson wrote to ex-President John Adams 
asking him if he had heard of it. He said 
that he believed it to be bogus. 

This is history. It is curious that men like 


Mr. Hill who pretend to be Jeffersonian schol-- 


ars and to follow Jeffersonian teachings and 
who believe in Jeffersonian ideas should coun- 
tenance a historical myth like this fraudu- 
lent Mecklenburg declaration of indepen- 
dence. Do they want to rob Jefferson of 
the fame that belongs to him? 

This is mere drivel. The centennial 
address delivered by Hon. William A. 
Graham at Charlotte in 1875 made the 
proof of the Mecklenburg declaration so 
clear that no serious effort has since been 
made on the opposite side of the question. 
And only a few months ago old deeds 
were discovered in the courthouse at 
Charlotte which were dated from the first 
year of independence, and these docu- 
ments all recognized 1775 as that year. 

There is no myth about it, and it does 
not rob Jefferson of his fame. As we 
understand the facts, Jefferson drew up 
the Philadelphia declaration a year later, 
when the colonies were ready to take 
united action. But before the colonies 
took this step, and before Jefferson 
wrote, there were liberty-loving Ameri- 
cans who thought of independence and 
demanded it, and there is abundant evi- 
dence to prove that the brave men of 
Mecklenburg were on that line. If their 
declaration has been doubted in the north, 
it is only one more fact going to show 
that the south has made a mistake in 
making history without recording it in 
season. If Mecklenburg had been a coun- 
ty in a New England state the ink on 
her declaration of independence would 
have been scarcely dry before the local 
historians would have gone to work and 
put it in a book with biographies of its 
signers. 

But we do things differently down this 
way. The average southerner says: “Let 
me make our history and I care not who 
writes it, or whether it is written at all.”

And Will Yet Land in the First Place. 
The Men. Are All Enthusiastic and 
Will Work Hard to Win. 


"Tne Atianta boys have lost four ganies 
in succession and about every other “fan” 
in town kas some sovereign remedy he 
wants to apply to the team. These reme- 
dies vary from the left hind foot of a 
graveyard rabbit to firing the whole team, 
and every fellow is certain that his plan 
is the one sure to pull the club through 
to victory.

Bismarck’s Contributions to the Museum 
at Schonhausen. 


THE PRINCE'S VALUABLE COLLECTION 


Of Honorary Presents Sent Him by His 
Admirers—The Gifts of Emperors 
and Kings—A Silver Shield. 


Berlin, May 22.—Schonhausen is a quie, 
place like most other villages in the Marches, 
rhaps a little larger than the average, 
ut in no way livelier. Also the depot is like 
that of smal! by-stations, past which the ex- 
press train rushes without heed. 

And yet lately none of the accommodation 
trains fail to bring a number of strangers to 
the wayside village, who, all, as if by appoint- 
ment, step up to the railroad official in his red 
cap to ask him when the “‘museum” can be vis- 
ited. 

For since several weeks Schonhausen pos- 
Sesses one of the most remarkable museums on 
earth, compiled of tokens of love and admira- 
tion from a grateful nation as well as from the 
sovereigns of all civilized countries—a mu- 
geum magnificent and touching at the same 


On coming from the depot and entering the 
leading thoroughfare of the village, one sees 
the castle Schonhausen—made popular by han- 
dreds of illustrations—in which Bismarck 
spent perhaps the happiest years of his life, 
where hemoved as ayoung husband,making it 
his permanent summer residence until 1867, 
when he exchanged it for Varzin; yet even to 
this day at regular intervals he spends a few 
days at his ancestral home. It is a sim- 
ple structure, two stories high, shaded by gi- 
gantic beautifully foliaged trees. 

To this place the prince has brought his en- 
tire collection of almost innumerous honorary 
presents, which have been sent to him from rich 
and poor, high and low, and from all parts of 
the earth. And the collection shows that the 
prince understands how to value every gift 
for the humblest objects are as oarefully pre 
served as those that blazen in gold, silver and 
jewels. 

A broad staircase leads from the ground to 
the upper floor, in which the collection is 
placed in several large completely crowded 
rooms. Already-in the corridor begins the 
most manifold display of treasures that are 
put down without any attempt at classifica- 
tion. 

Near a precious bronze clock hang a number 
of ethnographic objects as spears, headgears, 
etc., which the explorers, Major von Woss- 
man and Dr. Bumiller, have brought from 
east Africa. Most conspicuous, however, are 
a large numberof beautifully carved beer bar- 
reis, which the different breweries all over 
Germany have sent to the initiator of the par- 
liamentary fruhschoppen. Also casks of rare 
wine are not failing, among them one from 
Sicily with the inscription, ‘Drink to gain 
power for bold deeds!”’ 

Straight ahead a folding door opens into the 
Furstensaal which contains the portraits pre- 
sented by royalties, among them the life-size 
portraits of old William I, the present em- 
peror, the rulers of Austria and Russia, king 
of Italy and queen of England. 

In the adjoining apartments the collection is 
distributed on the walls and a number of large 
tables. Only a few objects can be mentioned 
as the collection contains thousands of pieces. 

Plentiful are the gifts of William I, though 
they aro by no means the most precious, ex- 
copting Werner’s huge historical painting, 
*‘The Proclamation of Emperor William at 
Versailles,” which was presented to him by 
the entire royal family on his seventieth birth- 
day. A large number of these presents con- 
sist of bronze casts of all the national monne- 
ments of Germany, from the equestrian statue 
of Frederic the Great in Berlin to the colossal 
monument on the Niederwald. A present 
specially dear to Bismarck is asimple lead pen- 
cil with which the monarch used to make notes 
on the margin of official reports shortly before 
he died. The pencil was thoughtfully sent 
him by the Empress Augusta. Also a golden 
laurel wreath comes from her, bearing the fol- 
lowing words in her own handwriting: ‘To 
the spirit of our glorious emperor, in the re- 
membrance of fifty successful years. 25th 
March. Augusta.’’ 

Of the present emperor the collection con- 
tains an original water sketch of a marine 
view, a photograph with signature, and a tab- 
let of precious stone made to celebrate the 1e- 
moval of the dreibund. Bosides the coat of 
arms of Germany, Austria and Italy, the 
original design on the tablet shows Bismarck 
asa medieval banner bearer. He also bears 
the motto in, trinitate pax, a delicate allusion 
to Bismarcks armorial device in trinitate 
robur. 

_ Then follows the endless display of the dona- 
tions of celebrated personalities and foreign 
sovereigns: magnificent marble busts of the 
emperor of Austria and the prince regent of 
Bavaria, a picture of Pope Leo XIII. painted 
by Leubach, other portraits of Thiers, Duke 
Orloff, Lord Beaconsfield, the prince of Siam, 
a colored marble vase from King Victor Im- 
manuel, a copper censer of huge dimensions 
and inferior workmanship from the sultan, a 
rea ivory tooth from the emperor of China, 
etc. 

Between them, here and there, some histori- 
eal relics. The chair in which Napoleon III 
sat during his conference with Bismarck at 
Donchery after the battle at Sedan; a little 
antique desk of mahogany on which the dec- 
laration of independence of the United States 
was signed; an old spinning wheel, an emblem 
of peace strangely contrasting with the hel- 
mets which the prince has worn during the 
war, one pierced by a ball. Also the rapiers 
for which Bismarck found such a frequent use 
as student at oe are not forgotten. 

Next came the honorary addresses. Bis- 
marck has been made honorary citizen of 
nearly all cities and larger towns of Germany, 
and accepted the honorary membership of 
more than a hundred universi ties, art iikeon 
etc., many of the institutions being in foreign 
countries. 

_ Particularly beautiful is the address of the 
city of Munich in the shape of a silver tablet 
with a jeweled frame, carrying on the upper 
edge the imperial crown and on the lower the 
Munchener Kind! with the beer jug. Other 
addresses are carved in ebony or fr t wood, 
chiseled on marble, embroidered on silk,

And O, the joy of the 
reunion! So it is now. ‘Whom the Lord 
loveth he chasteneth.” He cutteth, He 
marketh, and when He comes to claim His 
own the Lord will know them that are 
His; know them by the scar of their 
trouble, know them by the stroke of their 
desolation. 

Oh, it is good that the Lord sometimes 
alts us. David says, “It is good that I 
have been afflicted. Before I was atftlict- 
ed I went astray, but now have I kept 
thy word.” Indeed, we must all soon stop. 
Scientists have improved human longevity, 
but none of them have proposed to make 
terrene life perpetual. But the gospel 
makes death only a Selah between two 
beatitudes—between dying triumph on the 
one side of the grave, and celestial escort 
on the other side of the grave. Going out 
of this life, to the unprepared, is a great 
horror. “Give me more laudanum,” said 
dying Mirabeau, “give me more laudanum 
that I may not think of eternity 
and what jis to come.” And dy- 
ing Hobbs _ said, “| leave my 
body to the grave and my soul to the 
great perhaps.”’ It was the discord of an 
infidel’s life breaking down into the jargon 
of despair; but the gospel makes the death 
of the Christian a Selah between redemption 
and enthronement, “Almost well,” said 
ying Richard Baxter; “almost well.” 
“Play those notes over again—those notes 
which have been so great a delight and 
solace to me,” said the dying Christian 
Mozart. “None but Christ, none but 
Christ,” . exclaimed dying Lambert. 
Richard Cameron, the Scotch covenanter, 
went into the battle three times praying, 
“Lord, spare the green and take the ripe. 
This is the day I have longed for. This is 
the day I shall get my crown. Come, let 
us fight to the last. Forward!’’ So you see 
there is only a short pause, a Selah of inter- 
termission, between dying consolations on 
the one side and overtopping raptures on 
the other. 

My fiesh shall slumber in the ground 

pam the last trumpet’s joyful sound; 
Then burst the chains with sweet surprise, 
And in my Savior’s image rise. ‘ 

I next speak of the Selah of emphasis. 
Ewald, the German orientalist and theo- 
logian, says that this word means to as- 
cend: and wherever you find it, he says, 
you must look after the modulation of the 
voice, and you must put more force into 
your utterance. It is a Selah of emphasis! 
Ah! my friends, you and I need to corect 
our emphasis. We put too much emphasis 
on this world, and not enough on and 
the next world. People think these things 
around us are so important, the things of 
the next are not worthy of our considera- 


tion. 

The first need for some of us it to change 
our emphasis. Look at Wretchedness on 
a throne. Napoleon, while yet emperor of 
France, sat down dejected, his hands over 
his face. A lad came in with a tray of 
food, and said: “Kat, it will do you good.” 
The emperor looked up and said, ‘You are 
from the country.’”’ The lad replied, ‘Yes.” 
“Your father has a cottage and a few acres 
of ground?” “Yes.” ‘There is eg, (came 
said the dejected emperor. Ah! Napoleon 
never put the emphasis in the right place 
until he was expiring at St. Helena. On the 
other hand, look at Satisfaction amid the 
worst earthly disadvantage. ‘“‘I never saw 
until I was blind,” said a Christian man. 
“T never knew what contentment was while 
I had my eyesight, as I know what —- 

a - 
firm, though few would credit it, that I 
would not exchange my present position 
and circumstances for my _ circum- 
stances before I lost my eye- 
sight.”” That man put the emphasis in the 
right place. We want to put less stress 
upon this world and =*more _ stress 
upon our God as our everlasting portion. 
David had found out the.nothingness of 
this world and the all-sufficiency of God. 
Notice how he interjects the Selahs. “Trust 
in the Lord at all times; ye people, pour 
out your heart before him. God is a re- 
fuge for us. Selah.” “Blessed be the Lord 
who daily loads us with benefits, even the 
God of our salvation. Selah.” ‘The Lord 
shall count, when he writeth up the people, 
that this man was born there. Selah.’? Let 
the world have its honors and its riches 
and its pomp. Let me have the Lord for 
my light, my peace, my fortress, my pardon, 
my hope, my heaven. 


What sinners value I resign; 

Lord! ‘tis enough that Thou art mine. 
I shall behold Thy blissful faca, 

And stand complete in righteousness. 


This world is all an empty show, 

But the bright world to which I go 
Hath joys substantial and sincere: 
When shall I wake and find me there? 


O glorious hour! O blest abode! 
I shall be near and like my God, 
And sin and sense no more control 
The endless pleasures of my soul. 


_But when I speak of the Selah of empha- 
sis I must notice it is a startling, a dramatic 
emphasis. It has in it the hark, the hist 
of the drama. ‘That wakening and arous- 
ing emphasis we who preach or instruct need 
to use more frequently. The sleeptest au- 
diences in the world are religious audiences. 

You Sabbath school teachers ought to have 
more of the dramatic element in your in- 
structions. By graphic Scripture scene, by 
anecdote, by descriptive gesture, by imper- 
sonation, urge your classes to right action. 
We want in all our schools and colleges and 
prayer meetings, and in all our attempts at 
reform, and in all our churches to have less 
of the style didactic and more of the style 
dramatic. Fifty essays about the sorrows 
of the r could not affect me as a little 
drama of accident and suffering I saw one 
slippery morning in the streets of Philadel- 
phia. Just ahead of me was a lad, 
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The tendency in this 
droné religion, to whine religion, to 
religion, to moan reli- 
gion, to croak religion, to sepul- 
chrize religion; when we ought to present 
it in animated and spectacular manner. 

Sabbath morning by Sabbath morning I 
address many theological students who are 
preparing for the ministry. They come in 

ere froni the different institutions. I say 
to them this morning: If you will go home 
and look over the history of the church you 
will find that those men have brought most 
souls to Christ who have been dramatic. 
Rowland Hill, dramatic; Thomas Chalmers, 
dramatic; Thomas Guthrie, dramatic; John 
Knox, dramatic; Robert McCheyne, dramat- 
ic; Christmas Evans dramatic; rge 
Whitefield, dramatic; Robert Hall, dramatic; 
Robert Sovth, dramatic; Fenelon, dramatic; 
John Mason, dramatic; Dr. Nott, dramatic. 
When you get into the ministry if you at- 
tempt to culture that element, and try t 
wield it for God, you will meet with mighty 
rebuff and caricature, and ecclesiasti 
council will take your case in charge, and 
they will try to put you down; but the God 
who starts you will help you through, and 
great will be the eternal rewurds for 
assiduous and the plucky. 

What we want, ministers and laymen, is 
to get our sermons and our exhortations and 
our prayers out of the old rut. I see @ 
great deal of discussion in the religious pa- 
pers about why people do not come to 
church. They do not come because they 
are not interested. The old hackneyed re- 
ligious phrases that come moving down 
through the centuries will never arrest the 
masses. | 
your — and I in my sphere, is to freshen 
up. eople do not want in their sermons 
the sham flowers bought at the millinery 
shop, but the japonicas wet with the morn- 
ing dew; nor the heavy bones of extinct me- 
gatherium of past ages, but the og rein- 
deer caught last August at the edge of 
Schroon lake. We want to drive out the 
drowsy, and the prosaic, and the tedious, 
and the humdrum, and _ introduce the 
brightness and vivacity, and the holy sar- 
casm, and the sanctified wit, and the epi- 
grammatic power, and the blood-red earnest- 
ness, and the fire of religious zeal, and I do 
not know of any way of doing ft as well 
as through the dramatic. Attention! Be- 
hold! ark! Selah! a 
Next, I speak of the Selah of perpetuity. 
The Targum, which is the Bible in Chaldee, 
renders this word of my text ‘‘forever. 
Many writers agree in believing and stating 
that one meaning of this word is ‘‘forever. 
In this very verse from which I take my text 
Selah means not only poetic significance, 
and intermission, and emphasis, but it 
means eternal reverberation—forever! God's 
government forever, God’s goodness forey- 
er, the gladness of the rigteous forever. Of 
course, you and J] have not surveyor’s chain 
with enough links to measure that domain 
of meaning. In this world we must build 
everything on a small scale. A _ hundred 
years are a great while. A tower five hun- 
dred feet is a great height. A journey of four 
thousand miles is very long. But eternity! 
If the archangel has not strength of wing to 
fly across it, but flutters and drops like a 
wounded sea gull, there is no need of our 
trying in the small shallow of human thought 
to voyage across it. 

A sceptic desiring to show his contempt 
for the passing years, and to show that he 
could build enduringly, had his own sepu 
cher made of the finest and the hardes 
marble, and then he had put on the door the 
words: “For time and for eternity; but it 
so happened that the seed of a tree somehow 
got into an unseen crevice of the marble. 
That seed grew and enlarged until it be- 
came a tree, and split the marble to pieces. 
There can be no eternalization of anything 
earthly. But forever! Will you and I live 
as long as that? We are apt to think of 
the grave as the terminus. We are apt to 
think of the hearse as our last vehicle. We 
are apt to think of seventy or 
eighty or ninety years and _ then 
a cessation. Instead of that we 
find the marble slab of the tomb is only a 
milestone, marking the first mile, and that 
the great journey is beyond. We have only 
time enough in this world to put on the san- 
dals and to clasp our girdle and to pick up 
our staff. We take our first step from 
cradle to grave, and then we open the door 
and start—great God, whither? The clock 
strikes the passing away of time, but not 
the passing away of eternity. Measureless! 
Measureless? This Selah of perpetuity 
makes earthly inequalities so insignificant, 
the difference between scepter and needle, 
between Alhambra and hut, between char- 
iot and cart, between throne and curbstone, 
between Axminster and bare floor, between 
satin and sackcloth, very trivial. This 
Selah of perpetuity makes our getting ready 
so important. [or such prolongation of 
travel, what outfit of guidebooks, of pass- 
ports, and of escort? Are we putting out 
on a desert, simoom-swept and ghoul-haunt- 
ed, or into regions of sun-lighted and spray- 
sprinkled gardens? Will it be Elysium or 
Gehenna? Once started in that world, we 
cannot stop. The current is so swift. that 
once in, no oar can resist it, no helm can 
steer out of it, no herculean or titanic arm 
can baffie it. Hark to the long-resounding 
echo “forever!’’ O wake up to the interest 
of your deathless spirit! Strike out for 
heaven. Rouse ye, men and women, for 
whom Jesus died. Selah! Selah! Forever! 
Forever!
